THE MEETING OF THE MANUFAC- 
TURERS IN AUGUSTA, 


The Attendance Much Smaller Than Was Expscted— 
Those Who Were Present and What They Did ¢ 
~AR Agreement te Suspend fer Paircy 
Days inthe Next Two Months. 


Aveusta, Ga., July 27.—[Special ]—A jolly, good- 
humored little man, tor al) the world a small edi- 
tion of Senator Falligant, of Savannah, broke

even creating a decided’ reaction, which is badly 
needed, or many mills must needs go under, 


The Nashville mill treasuruer declined to be rep- 
resented, but asked for the news as it developed, 
which he will always find in THE CONsTITUTION, 

Dinwiddie & Co., of Pulasks, Tennessee, thinks 
that ‘without reliefis given to southern cotton 
mills the investment in cotton machinery will 
prove worthless at present, not giving any com- 
pensation for labor, capital or risk.’’ 

General C. T. Walker, of Charleston, while 
agreeing to the call, put in a good word for At- 
lanta or his own city (Charleston) to be appointed 
as the place of meeting by saying that ‘the meet- 
ing should be held either at a mountain or seaside 
resort.’”’ He is strongly opposed to pooling.

This 
can never be done successfully. In going on the 
markets to sell our own goods we not only compete 
with each other toa greater extent than if goods 
were sold through regular channels, but we posi- 
tively compete w ourselves, 


Mr. H, A. Haralson,of the Mathews cotton mills, 
of Selma, Ala., wrote that he ‘‘had an important 
case in court’’ and could notattend, but heen- 
closed the only plan presented, which will be 
urged before the conyention. That plan is as 
follows: 


Organize a regalar incorporated association, with 
a president, board of directorsand secretary and 
treasurer, all, except the secretary and treasurer, 
to be telected irom the membersof the associa- 
tion. Thecompany to be composed of the milis 
uniting in the association, and governed by aset 
of pespene bylaws aud located at some central 

oint. 

, To thig association should be delegated: First, 
all such business as relates to the general welfare 
of the milisof the south, authority being given to 
it to regulate the production of the mills compos 
ing the association, so as to secure a steady de- 
mend for said production at a fair profit. 

Second, to regulate, as far as possible, the price 
at which goods shall be sold in the home market, 
and thus avoid the ruinous competition and cat- 
ting of prices fora long time existing; and fix a 
penalty for the violation of any rule governing 
sale of goods. 

Third, to select the agent in each large city to 
handle the production at the lowest rate. 

Fourth, toseek outand open up foreign mare 
kets for surplus production. 

Fifth, to fix anuniform schedule of wages, by 
naming the maximum of prices to be paid in the 
various branches of manufacture, thus securing 
approximately uniformity of pay, and fixing la- 
bor in these mil’s which have taught it. 

Sixth, to calculate and divide equitably the 
profits of all the mem bers of the associatien. 

Seventh, to organize or arrangefa plan for a mills’ 
mutual insurance company amongst the members 
of the association. 

Eighth, to secure and disseminate information 
in reference to skilled labor, and arrange to sup: 
ply, as far as possible, such labor to mills needing 


me. 

Ninth and generally, to manage and direct for 
the members of the association in all those matters 
which affect them favorably or unfavorably in a 
general way, and which each individual mill 
cannot Manage or contro! when acting alone. 

Tenth, to make a proportionate assessment on 
the members of the association, with which to 
pay the expenses’ ot the association and the 
salaries of the oflicers. 

_ Mr. J. F, Hanson, of Macon, writes as zealously 
as he spokea yearago. He gays: 

Therecan beno question that the plan pro- 
posed, ifcarried out upon some basis through 
which its terms couid be enforced, would largely 
remedy the present ruinous prices of brown goods, 
ij bave been in iavor of concerted action for two 
years past, for the protec'ion of cotton mill ma.- 
chinery in the south, and have thought that this re- 
sult could be obtained by reduced time, The plan 
propored in your circular would operate to reduce 
time and competition both. ITamnot very san- 
guine, considering the material with which you 
would bave to deal, about perfecting such an ar- 
repgement as would render it successful. I am 
periectly willing, however, to co-operate to any 
extent within my power, and would be giad to 
gee a convention ofall the cotton spinning inter- 
ests in thesouth and a full discussion of this 
matter.

When the Atlanta delegation arrived this morn- 
ing the most noticeable feature was§the absence of 
expected crowds in the hotel, Mr. Booker es- 
pecially drew a deep sigh as he discovered that the 
invited ones bad not answered the call. As the 
morning hours passed by it was asceMained that a 
singular epidemic had broken out among the 
local mill presidents, Mr. Hickman stated, with 
a twinkle in his eye, that President C. H, Phinizy 
had just left the city to get married. Then it was 
ascertained that President Sibley had been seized 
with a sudden illness, which drew him out of the 
city. 

‘‘No,’’ said President Estes, of the John P. King 
mill, who was found in his office, ‘‘I will not at- 
tend if reporters are to be present. They should 
not be at business meetings.’’ Then Mr. Estes 
fell into an interesting talk upon the present de- 
pression and its causes. There was over produc- 
tion, and

is necessery in order to enable the mill men to 
sell at present prices. American cotton men are 
shut out from trade with South America, beeause 
there is heavy tariff on South American products. 
This operates against our getting a return Cargo, 
and would force upon us the payment of freight 
both ways. Free trade, in Mr. Estes’s opinioa, 
while not a cureall, isone of the elements neces- 
sary toa revival of trade. His mill was not car- 
rying just row a heayy surplus. 

President Hickman of the Granite and Vaucluse 
mills, unlike Mr. Estes, had a warm spot in his 
heart for reporters, and always welcomed their 
presence. The production of three-yard goods,he 
asserted, had gone beyond the consumption of the 
home market. To cure this there should be cur- 
taillment; but an honest agreement was impossi- 
ble. When there were but three mills in a city 
they would notagree. Foreign fields would have 
to be sought in which to dispose of our stock. 
That, however, is impossible as long as the Amer- 
ican fiag is banished frem the seas. Not 
only must we establish trade in 
foreign ports, but in American bottoms 
carrying the American flag must do the work 
therefore, Mr. Hickman is in favor of fostering 
American shipping Interests. Asto Mr. Hickman’s 
Owl mills, they were worth one million dollars, 
He had paid the stockholders back one million dol- 
lars in dividends since 1867, and the year just 
closed was the fist one in which ever he reported 
a-fai. ure. 

Thence your correspondent found his way to the 
office of the Augusta cotton factory.

Turning around the correspondent stumbled 
upon Presicent P. J. Verdery, of the Enterprise 
mill, oneofthe men who is to become aking 
among cotton men. He believed that cotton 
goods were going even lower than at present. The 
remedy must be foundin the curtailment of ex- 
pense until a paying point is reached. 

From Mr. Verdery it was learned that out of 
Augusta’s thirty-five thousand people, fully five 
thousand drew their support from the cotton mills 
alone. Onehaliof the pepulation is engaged in 
mechanical pursuits.

FOUND IN A. CANEBRAKE. 


THE STRANGE FLIGHT OF A WOMAN 
FROM HOME. 


Sbe is Trecked to the Riverand Her Unconscious 
Body is Found in a Cane Thicket Near the 
Bank—Death Resul's—Waslit Suicide. 


GRANTVILLE, Ga., July 27.—[Special.|—In the ex 
treme western portion of Fayette coantv, on last 
Friday morning, Miss Puss Banister, aged 85, a 
daughter of one of Fayette’s oldest settlers, ran 
away from her home, where she lived with no 
other except hersister. Early in the morning she 
gathered vegetables for dinner, about 11 o’clock 
she was seen by her sister as she went out in the 
yard, which was the last time any one saw her 
that day. She left home and went to thecreek, no 
doubt, for no purpose except to commit suicide 
by drowning herself. 

The alarm was given that Miss Banister had dis- 
appeared, so the citizens began to search for her. 
They traced her footsteps to within one hundred 
yards of the ,creek where they could trace 
no further, though the search was continued tht 
afternoon and night, but nothing more could be 
learned. Early Saturday morning it was made 
known by some negrocs that the voice ofsome one 
was heard in the swamp about 11 o’clock the 
night before, seemingly in great distress, which 
alarmed the negroes, who did not know thatthe 
woman was missing. The party went in the 
swamp near the place this voice was heard on the 
previous night, and there they found the foot- 
prints of the lost woman. Sure of finding her, 
they began the trace,which soon led them in Flat 
creek. Confident she was drowned, they went in 
the creek, searching for her, (down it a quarter of 
a mile) and found that she had leftit. Tracking 
her again, in a few minutes they found her, about 
fifteen steps from the stream, in a cane thicket, 
tangled in swamp vines and briars, with her bon- 
net string choking her; her clothing completely 
saturated with water, but her headdry. She was 
not dead, but perfectly unconscious. She was 
carried to her home,and medical aid was sum- 
moned immediately. She still lingered at 1l a, 
m, yesterday, whem death relieved her. 

It is believed by all that she had gone crazy, 
though no cause is known.

General Grant was in the broadest & 2a 
national man. Twice the president o: she 
republic, his name and his memory are na- 
tions], and his remainsshould rest at the 
national capital. 

His family bas the first right to say where 
his body shall finally rest. If the dead gen- 
¢rel had a‘ home in which he had lived long 
enough to associate his memory permanent- 
Jy with it, it would have claims. But the 
femily has waived its right. He had lived 
in a dozen cities, and none has a leading 
claim. The disposition of his body, therefore, 
is made, in a certain sense, a public matter. 

This being the case, we think there is but 
one place that should be considered. That 
place is Washington, the capital of the coua- 
try. Of all places least fit for the solemn 
hoiding of the remains of the distinguished 
dead, we should name Central park, in New 
York, first. 


THE TECHNOLOGICAL SCHOOL, 

The legislature will discuss today the most 
important matter, in our opinion, with which 
it bas dealt this session. 

If the house passes the bill to establish a 
technological school, that one act will more 
than pay the cost of thesession. If it defeats 
it, it will put the cause of practical education 
in Georgia back a full decade. 

Georgia neede, above all things else, skilled 
mechanics, engineers, superintendents. She 
needs young farmers educated in the science 
ofthe farm. She needs trained hands to 
compete with the trained hands of the north- 
ern youth. All men agree that she can never 
know perfect prosperity orreach the full 
measure of her destiny until she has estab- 
lished herself es a manufacturing section. 
With every natural advantage for manufac- 
turing, she has permitted a distant section to 
monopolize even the manufacture of her 
staple product, forthe simple lack of eda- 
cated workmen and superintendents. 

This bill will give us these in abundance, 
The people of Georgiaare ripe for tech- 
nical education, and if they can only get it, 
will promply avail themselves of it. If this 
bill passes, the technological school will be 
recognized ten years from now as the most 
important factor in the new era that will 
open gloriously for Georgia. 


ATLANTA'S SEMI-CENTENNIAL. 

Atlanta is rapid)y approaching a notable 
epoch in her history. A few months more 
will complete the first half century of her 
existence. 

To permit our semi-centennial to go uncel- 
ebrated is not to be thought of for a moment. 
Ail over the north and west itis the custom 

‘to celebrate semi-centennials, centennials 
se: qui-centennials, and so on. The custom 
isagcod one. It stimulates public spirit, 
ke ps alive historic memories, and fosters a 
jes able local pride. 

ibe reasons why Atlanta should celebrate 
her fiftieth birth-day with exceptional splen- 
dor and eclat appeal to us with peculiar 
force. Inaijl our history, from the settle- 
ment at Jamestown down to the present 
hour, Atlanta is the only southern city that 
bas rolled up a population of considerably 
over 50,000, before reaching the half century 

in the 
yarious lines of material progress within 
that period it is unnecessary to speak. Bat, 
it is well, in this connection, to remember 
that, while our city is hailed far and wide as 
the metropoliscf the New South, she also 
bed her full share of historic renown, of 
memorics and associations linked with the 
proudest days of the Old South. 

The calebration of our semi-centennial 
will excite the liveliest interest throughout 
the land. It wil! be regarded as an event of 
national importance. I‘ is time to fix the 
date of this galaday. There is some ditfer- 
ence of opinion on the subject, According 
to various reputable authorities the first 
house in or near the city proper was erected 


in the year 1836. Colonel L.N. Whittle, of | 


Macon, is of the opinion thatthis date is al- 
together too esrly by perhaps two or three 
years. It may turn out, however, that the au- 
thorities aJluded to and Colonel Whittle are 
correct in their dates and without any real 
con flictas to the facts. The explanation is 
probably this. In 1836 a cabin or temporary 
structure was erected here, or perhaps it was 


| Jocated in what we now call the suburbs, 


where it escaped Colonel Whittle’s observa- 
tion. The mditter should be looked into 
without delay. Fortunately there are sev- 
eral old pioneers and early settlers still liv- 
irgin Atlanta. We appeal to them to throw 
a little light upon this vexed question. 

As thisis probably the~ only opportunity 
that the present generation of Atlanta peo- 
ple will enjoy of teking part in a celebration 
of a centennial character, the degree of 
interest felt in the occasion will be enthusi- 
astic and intense. Let us make the proper 
start. When did the first white settler build 
bis home on the present site of Atlanta? 


EQUAL TAXATION. 

Government is a blessing, but it is a bless- 
ing that costs considerable money; and there 
is po more imperative duty resting upon the 
legislative branch of the government than to 
take steps to properly apportion its monetary 
burdens. Taxation for public pur- 
poses, to be just, must be evenly 
laid. Taxation in this state is not 
eo laid. These two propositions will not be 
disputed by any intelligent citizen of the 
state. A great deal of property escapes taxa- 
tion altogether, and very much is underval- 
ued. Inthe counties there is norule of 
valuation, and each county is a law to itself. 

This is not good government. The subject 
bas been one of careful consideration in 
many, if not all, of thestates. The states 
that depend upon the returnof property 
under cath by owners are not satisfied, and 
the states, like New York, that do not pro- 
vide for returns, but depend wholly upon 
assessments made by sworn Officials, are 
equally dissatisfied. In Vermont assessors 
bad long met and assessed property, and mil- 
lions upon millions went untaxed, until the 
legislature determined to exact sworn re- 
turns, leaving the boards of assessors to su- 
pervise and rectify the returns, and to assess 
property that had not been returned. The 
result was an immense increasein taxable 
property. Personal property was unearthed 
by the sworn returns that no one had heard 
of; and the assessors were pushed up to see 
that property was returnedon a just and 
level basis. We have at home an example of 
the work of valuation by assessors. The dif- 
ference between the valuation of property in 
Atlanta for city purposes by sworn oflicials 
and the valuation of the same property by 
owners for county and state purposes, suili- 
ciently explains thesituation. The difference 
is very large—so large that the cost of assess 
ors is lost sight of in the gain of taxes. 

The best plan for securing just taxation 
seems to consist in requiring both sworn re- 
turns by owners and sworn assessments by 
(ficersofthe Jaw. The returns are not to be 
accepted as final. And above the county 
officers there should perbaps be a state board 
of assessors whose duty it should be to see 
that a county dees not, in order to escape a 
part of its proportion of state taxes, put two 
low a yaluation on itsland. In New York 
there is such a board of equaligation. The 
averege value of land in each county is ascer- 
tained, and state taxes are apportioned on 
that basis. 

But if we carrot at present secure just 
taxation among the counties, we certainly 
can as between two individuals in a county; 
epndthe best remedy plainly consistsina 
tysiem of returns and assessments, the ‘for- 
mer acting as a help tothe latter, and the 
Jatter as a regulator of the former. Thesub- 
jectis a very important one; it goes deeper 
than the pocket; it is a matter of justiceand 
good citizenship, and the legislature would 
do well to look into the workings of the 
double system wherever it has been adopted. 


PROTECTION TO RICE PLANTERS. 

Our esteemed contemporary, the Savan- 
nab News, isa free trade journal. You may 
teske up the tariff schedule and call out 
namer, and, for the most part, the News will 
respond with acry of “down with the cus- 
tomstax.” Tl ree wool, free grockery ware, 
free iron, free cotton goods—everything free 
except ‘broken rice.’’ This is the stupendous 
platform on which our contemporary takes 
his stand—everything free except ‘‘broken 
rice,’’ everything free except granulated rice; 
everything free except a product that is 
raised under the nose of the News. 

We observe in the editorial columns of our 
contemporary a grievous apprehension, elo- 
quently expressed, that Collector Hedden, 
of New York, proposes to give rice importers 
an Opportunity to show that broken rice is 
nothing more nor less than granulated rice, 
“and, as such, is required to pay a duty of 
only 20 per cent ad valorem.” The rice 
planters, the News explains, have shown that 
broken rice and granulated rice are two very 
different articles of commerce, and thata 
fair construction of thelaw requires broken 
rice to pay a duty of 2'4 centsa pound—the 
duty that whole rice is required to pay. The 
News then goes on to say: 

A moment's consideration will show that auy 
other construction of the law would be damaging 
to the rice planters. If broken rice should be ad- 
mitted atthe 20 per centad valorem duty the 
market for whole rice would begreatly injured, 
Broken rice would be imported in immense quan- 
tities, and would be mixed with wholerice. The 
mixture would be almost as acceptable toa large 
class of consumers as the best quality of rice, and 
it could be put on the market at a much less price 
than the best rice. The broken rice would also be 
sold to consumers unmixed at a price that would 
greatly interfere with the sale of whole rice. 

The brewers purchase the broken rice for brew- 
ing purposes. It is very natural that they should 
want to get it as cheaply as possible. The inter- 
ests of the rice planters are of little consequence to 
them, The planters have the law on their side, 
and the brewers have the political influence. 
That isabout the way the matter hasstood all 
along. 

A month ormoreago theentire question was 
heard by assistant secretary of the treasury, Mr. 
Fairchild. His decision practically left the final 
settiement of the question with Mr. McMullen, the 
appraiser ofthe New york custom house. Mr. 
McMullen held that brokenrice was not granu- 
lated rice, and hence must paya duty of 244 cents 
per pound. 

Is the new collector about to reverse the decis- 
ion of the appraiser? The influence ofthe rice 
planters is very small in New York. How great 
the infinence of the brewers in that city is it is not 
difficult to guess. It would be unjust, of course, 


‘to suggest that Collector Hedden would attempt 


to nullify the letter or the spirit of the tarifflaw, 
but it must be admitted that it looks as if he had 
yielded to powerful infiuencesin consenting to 
reopen this broker rice qaestion. 

Asa matter of course, the matter is a very 


im portant one, so far as the rice planting in- 


terests sre conc:rned, and it is to be hoped 
that the decision will not be such as will be 
calculated to cripple avery large industry. 
At the came time, it is encouraging to find 
the esteemed News, which has impressed us 
as an out-and-out free trade journal, wink- 
ing at and indorsing protection—the protec- 
tion of home industry. A year ortwo ag», 
when we made inquiries as to the attitade of 
our contemporary in regard to the protection 
of tbe rice planting interests, it refased to 
reply; but new it boldly announces that it is 
in favor of levying a prohibition tax on for- 
eign rice for the benefit of southern rice 
planters. This is genuine progress.

IT is easy enough to find refreshing drinks in hot 
weather.

Ihe system on which it was 
conducted has for its fundamental principle the 
axiom that (we quote) ‘‘the ultimate ramifications 
of the primary psychic phenomenon must be held 
in mind at the moment of beginning to system- 
atize the visual and auditory perceptions which 
lie at their basis.”’” The task of systematizing 
the ramifications of the primary psychic 
phenomenon is no easy one, as may 
be imagined, but its difficulties were 
overcome by persistent effort. The infant sub- 
jectedto the experiment was taught geometry 
while cutting its milk teeth, and as soon as it 
could sit at a table in a high chair to be fed witha 
spoon it ‘divided its cake into squares or cubes, 
and made pentagons and octagons with the knives 
and forks, Attheageof four and a half,’”’ the 
writer continues, ‘‘the child had learned the fol- 
lowing elements: Straight, curved, slanting and 
half-slanting lines, also to distinguish perpendic- 
ularand horizontal lines, and to draw either 
straight or curved lines parallel to each other. 
She was well acquainted with all forms of the 
triangle, equilateral, isosceles, right-angle and 
scalene. She knew a rectangle anda square, aud 
the relations to each of the slantingand half. 
slanting line. She knew also, and especially fond 
of the trapezium, trapezold, the pentagon, hex- 
agon, etc., the circle and semicircle; and, in solid 
figures, knew the cube andits apparent relations 
to the square.’’ Before completing the fifth year she 
was taught ‘the metric system as a preparation for 
the great idea to come iater of the correllation of 
forces,’’ and was shown how to use the compass, 
spirit level and balance. If the child lives she 
will be aterror to humanity.

Land Titles in Geurgia. 

EDITORS CONSTITUTION: Your editorial, ‘‘History 
ofa Land Company,’ should be followed up. 
There should bea trial before the court, andit 
should be a full and fair one, for no subject can 
better engage the attention of our legislatars than 
land titles in Georgia. It is certainly as important 
to the interests of the state that innocent purcha- 
sers, who are non-residents,shall be as thoroughly 
protected in their rights as our own citizens are. 


So long as a cloud rests on titlesin that vast area, 
em bracing millions of acres, 80 long 
will capital be timid in investing 
there. Tbe writer has not, and has never, had any 
connection, wbatever, with the Georgia Land and 
lumber company, or with the case under review, 
but with thousands of other native bora citizens 
of Georgia, be kuows that the late Wm. E. Dodge 
investea abouta half million adoliars, cash paid 
out, in developing that region, and donateda 
court bouse costing about $25,000 asa free gift to 
the county which Georgia named in nis houor 
Though he isin his graveitis properto say that 
jew men in America ever did as much, or gave 
away his r ovey as freely, to promote the happi- 
ness Of mankind. A “land grabbing concern’’ 
that pays cash the market value for its lani— 
about three hundred thousand dollars— 
certainly has as much right to perfect tne titles to 
its property and oust all illegal claimants as has 
any citizen of Georgia; and this is trueif the 
amount involved was only ten dollars instead of 
haifa milifon. Deny this and you consign to the 
wilderress 18 301,256 acres, so far as ontside capital 
is concerned. These land frauds goback« further 
than you bave quoted. The bulk of them occarred 
from 1785 to 1795, and the bogus grants, bearing 
the genuine seal of the state, were disposed of 
abroad to ignorant or thievish purchasers, and 
rome Of them are at this time being manipulated 
by parties in Georgia, New York and else- 
where. But, while it is proper to caution 
parties abroad against these spurious land titles, 
and recommend our citizens possessing true titles 
toholdon to their timber lands, (for itis not 
difficult to distinguisH the true from the false and 
the legal owners can safely rely upon the courts, 
federa! or state, to protect them.) it is not just to 
the bonest citizens of a fourth of Georgia to throw 
out a test case jike that now under review. 

It is a wel! knewn fact—known to almost every 
intelligent citizen of Georgia, that seven years ac 
tual undisputed possession with written evidencs 
of title, and twenty years prescriptive title, gives 
as good a title inlaw as does two hundred years 
owners of 
lands in southern Georgia - avery small portion of 
whom are nonresidents—have been despoiled of 
their timber by so called claimants and ‘squat 
ters,’’ many of whom are innocent purchasers of 
bogus titles boughtin Georgia, The public do. 
main of Georgia was disposed of originally by 
head-rights or grants, not exceeding one thousand 
acres by careful survey, to each head of a family 
and actual settler. This continued until 1803, 
when it was discovered that the most gigantic 
frauds had been practiced upon the state. 

The lottery system was then adopted and the 
property of the state gambled away. Want of space 
iorbids a description of the dividing line between 
the head right and lottery lands, which is clearly 
Gefined and easily distinguished. The lottery 
lancs were conyeyed to citizens of the state only, 
and there is ho difficulty in age rg titles to 
these under the Georgia law. But the following 
statement made by the surveyor-general in 1839 to 
the finance commission, composed of Judge Ber- 
rien, Jndge Wm. W. Holt and Hon, Asalom Uhap- 
pell (whose son is a member of the present legisla- 
ture), conveys the following astounding results in

IRON AND STBEL STATISTICS. 


The Production of Pig Iron and Bessimer 
Steel from January to July. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 27.—The American iron 
and steel] association has received from manu- 
facturers complete statistics of the production 
of pig iron and bessimer and open hearth stee! 
in the United States in and for the first half of 
1885, with statistics of stocks of pig iron on 
hend and unsold attheclose ofthis period. 
In the first half of 1885 the total production of 
pig iron was 2,150,816 net tons of 2,000 pounds, 
egainst 2,267,021 tons in firet halrof 1884, 
and 2,522,592 tens in second 
half. Stocks of pig ironon hand and unsold 
in the bands of the makers or their agents at 
the close of the first half of 1885 amounted te 
692,916 net tons, against 593,000 tons at close 
of 1884, and 533,800 tons at close of 1883. The 
production ot bessemer steel ingots in the firat 
half of 1885 was 763,344 net tons, against 723,- 
650 tons in second half of 1884, and 816,945 
tons in first half of 1884. The production of 
bessemer steel rails in the first half of 1885 
was 452,446 net tons, against 523,251 tons in 
the last half of 1883, and 593,370 tons in first 
half.

Last night at a quartesd - seven o’clock as 


Patrolman Bedford was Passing the Atlanta 
cotton factory he heard th¥harp report of a 
pistol, and looking across the street saw a 
decided commotion in the Fremont house, just 
opposite to where he stood. Mr. Bedford went 
immediately across to the scene of the com- 
motion, where he found a dozen women crying 
and wringing their hands and several men 
rushing to and froand trying to allay the 
excitement. A woman shrieked,

and following her up stairs the officer saw a 

rr man lying on the verandah in his own 

lood, apparently ina dying condition. The 
patrolman took in the situation at once and 
sent fora physician. Ina few minutes Dr. 

We B. Parks arrived and examined the suffer- 
ing man. It was ascertained that he had shot 
himself with a 32 calibre revolver, that he 
had held the weapon very near to his right 
side when he fired, that the ball had entered 
just below the ribs and ranged 
slightly upward. The wounded man was 
carried into a room which opened on the ver- 
andah and received all the aid that medical 
skill could give. He was perfectly conscious 
and when asked how he shot himself said he 
did it because

16 was Jound that the unfortunate youth was 
Will Philips, aged about nineteen, ‘ain has 
been at various times an employe of the At- 
lanta cotton factory. He is said to be 
& good workman but has of late been addicted 
to the rather free use of whisky. He was in- 
toxicated when he shot himself, and the deed 
was doubtless the result of a depression of 
spirits subsequent to artificial stimulation. 
Phillips has several relatives who work at the 
cotton factory of Elsas, May & Co. They 
were with Phillips soon after he shot him- 
self. He recognized them but 
said little to them. There was 
AN INDESCRIBABLE SCENE 
in the boardinghouse. It is filled with factory 
operatives, who are pretty closely packed 
within its walls. They were rushing to and 
froin the commotion attendant on the inci- 
dent last night. Women and children were 
crying and wringing their hands, and all was 
confusion and dismay. 

Comparative quiet was restored after Phil- 
lips was placed on the bed. 
At a late hour last night 
the wounded may lay quiet and half conscious. 
The exact nature of the wound was uncertain, 
but it is more than probable that it will prove 
Yatal. There isnocause known to the rela- 
tives or friends of the young man which 
could have driven him to the perpetration of 
such a desperate deed.

HON. ARTHUR GRAY DEAD. 


He Dies Suddenly in New York, Where He 
Had Gone on Business, 


Yesterday news reached Atlanta announcing 
the death of Hon. Arthur H. Gray, of Catoosa. 
Mr. Gray died suddenly in New York Satur- 
day evening. He left his home in Catoosa 
county on Monday last for a visit to New 
York, where he went to negotiate a 
Jot of bonds. He was taken 
sick, and Saturday Dr. Basemore 
his family physician, left for New York to at- 
tend him. Sunday morning Mr. Gray’s fam- 
ily received the news of his death. he par- 
ticulars were not given. Mr. Gray’s remains 
will be brought to Georgia and will be interred 
beside his father’s grave in the old Lib- 
erty. church wburrying = ground near 
Graysville. Mr. Gray was a s0n 
of John D. Gray, ‘who was a 
railroad contractor of note in his lifetime, and 
was prominently connected with the survey 
and construction of the state road many years 
ago.
